cabinet session and after the executives in conference in New .York and the 
striking shopmen leaders in Chicago had begun consideration of it. 


The proposal provides with reference to the big controversy, the point 


of seniority, that 'all employes now on strike to be returned to work and to 
their former positions with seniority and other rights unimpaired." 


The Harding Plan 


This was revealed in an announcement Jrom the white house giving 


the basis of the executives' settlement plan as follows: 


"1.—Railway -managers and workmen are to agree to recognize 


the validity o£ all decisions of the railroad labor Hoard and faithfully 
to carry out such decisions as contemplated by the law. 


"2.—The carriers withdraw all law suits growing out of the strike, 


and railroad labor board decisipna which have been involved in the 
strike may be taken, in the exercise of recognized rights by either 
party, to the railroad labor board tor rehearing. 


Restore Seniority 


"3-—All employes -Wow on strike to be returned to work and to 


their former positions with seniority and other rights unimpaired. 
The representatives of the carriers and the representatives of the or- 
ganizations especially agree that there will be no discrimination by 
either party against the employes who did or who did not strike." 


These three points, it was emphasized at the white house, constituted 


merely the basis for a settlement and the president in transmitting them to 
B. M. Jewell, leader of the striking shopmen and' T. Dewitt Cuyler, chair- 


man of the association of railway ex- 
ecutives, sent a letter amplifying and 
explaining them. This letter was not 
made public at the white house. 


Nature of Reply Secret 


NEW YORK.—By The Associated 


Press.—The heads of 14S American 
railways conferring'here Tuesday ap- 
pointed a committee to draft a reply- 
to the proposals submitted by Presi- 
dent Harding for settlement of the na- 
tion-wide railroad strike. 


The nature of the reply nnd the 


personnel of jhe committee were not 
made public, 'but it was learned that 
President Smith of the New Y'ork 
Central was a. member of the commit- 
tee and that Halo Hot'den, president 
oE the Chicago. Burlington & Qtiincy 
was another member. Both are reput- 
ed to be strongly opposed to settling 
the strike by reinstating former em- 
ployes with seniority privileges un- 
impaired. 


Those in close touch with the exec- 


utives believed it a foregone conclu- 
sion that they would refuse to accept 
Mr. Harding's suggestion that the 
men he allowed to return without im- 
pair seniority rights. 


It was declared that the railroads 


believed such action would precipitate 
nn even worse strike than th.it now in 
progress 
because 
the 
supervising 


forces which have shown ability to 
organize new forcns would quit. 
'Unqualified Reinstatement' Injustice 


Most of those close to the confer- 


ence maintained that unqualified re- 
instatement of strikers would.be "a 
rank injustice" to men who had re- 
placed striking workers. 
In addition, 


they said, it was felt that of the sen- 
iority conditions were accepted it 
would mean that the union men would 
"discipline" those who had helped to 
break the strike.

the mine? resume August 1. they could catch up 
with the winter demand. This is August 1, and 
the mines are still idle. 


President Harding is moving today to end 


the rail strike. He understands that coal min- 
ing depends upon cars, and that resumption of 
mining would mean comparatively little unless 
with it came work in the railroad shops to re- 
store to traffic the long lines of crippled cars 
and engines which clog the sidetracks. 


Even were cars rapidly returned to com- 


merce, there remains the fact that they would 
have the double burden of moving the belated 
coal and the crops now coming into the thresh- 
ing season. Priority orders for the use of cars 
will have to be maintained for months after all 
Ftrikf-s cease. 
Wisconsin and the 
northwest 


face the additional menace of a lake boat, strike 
which v.-ouk! seriously interrupt the "lake and 
rail" shipments upon which we depend for .east- 
ern coal. Rationing of coal, now being directed 
by Secretary Hoover, helps in this beginning of 
the coal shortage, but when there is no coal to 
ration, it will not save us. Already British coal 
is being imported. 


Rapidly there is developing a condition in 


which the merits of strike controversies will re- 
tain little importance in comparison with the 
health, lives and occupations of all the people. 
The warring employers and unions face the im- 
mediate necessity of 
getting 
together 
and 


settling their disputes, and either side that re- 
ject? any reasonable basis of conference invites 
the wrath of a hundred million people. 


Government can not await further than the 


negotiations already planned, if it is to safe- 
guard the nation. Attorney General Daugherty 
has advised the president that he has power to 
seize and operate the mines in the interest of 
national security. Possibly he would have done 
so e'er this had freight been moving normally, 
and should the rail strike be settled he would 
doubtless move to take the mines were the mine 
•workers to remain on strike. 
But should the 


rail situation remain unchanged, there is but 
one alternative. 
It is for the government to 


order hearings on the controversies in 
both 


strikes, and to direct the immediate resumption 
of work under agreement that the terms of the 
final settlements should be effective from the 
date of resumption. 
The country is on the 


verge of a disaster the remedy for which can 
not wait upon the quarrels of any group or 
groups, and such small considerations as the 
railroads' stubborn refusal to restore seniority 
rights can not be permitted longer to block the 
business of supplying the nation's vital neces- 
sities. 


The Governorship 


THE contest for the republican nomination 


for governor is by all odds the most interest- 


ing and perhaps the best matched of the poli- 
tical campaign. This is true for a number of 
reasons. One is the sharp contrast of types 
ketv.-een the opposing 
candidates. 
Governor 


Elaine has achieved some mastery of the art of 
Bringing to his own advantage the 
achieve- 


ments of his copartisans and of inferentially 
Associating his opponents with such errors and 
wrongs as have been inflicted upon the com- 
monwealth by any persons and in any quarter 
whatever. :\Ir. Morgan, on the contrary, is in- 
clined to scorn political expediency and to say 
what he thinks quite regardless of its popu- 
larity. 


The contrast between the administration of 


Governor Blaine as attorney general, and that 
°f Attorney Genera! Morgan, has significance 
'» the campaign. The governor made no rec- 
ord as a trust buster as attorney general. 
Mr. 


Morgan has done more to smash the trusts 
than have all his predecessors combined. 
It 


18 the core of the political philosophy to which 
Governor Blaine has given himiself that mono- 
Poly is the backbone of our economic evil—the 
%h prices of what workers and farmers buy, 
and low prices of what farmers have to sell. 
Therefore the record of Mr. Morgan in aiming 


at the heart of democracy's greatest evil puts 
upon his opponent a serious handicap to divert 
attention from which has become a necessity. 


The state was astonished when a candi- 


date for office of governor came out flatfooted 
for prohibition in its broadest sense. 
Gover- 


nor Elaine's assault 
upon the anti-saloon 


league is a position to which he was driven, no 
doubt, by the dry support which was gathering 
about Mr. Morgan. 
Heretofore no candidate 


has been dry enough to crystallize the dry vote. 
Mr. Morgan has taken the bull by the horns, as 
it were. He has forced the governor to assume 
full responsibility for the wet support which 
his record had created for him, and seems in a 
good way to bring to his own backing the united 
support of those who feel that a candidate for 
governor should squarely back the law, what- 
ever it is, as well as the support of those who 
think prohibition a good law. Mr. Morgan en- 
joys the rare privilege of standing before the 
state squarely facing an issue which has been 
so repeatedly dodged as to create the impres- 
sion that men honest in all else will equivocate 
in its presence. 


Due to these facts the efforts of Mr. Mor- 


gan's opposition are centered upon the idea of 
confusing the state campaign with 
national 


issues. It is their only hope, and they are pro- 
ceeding most cleverly with its execution. New- 
berry is their answer to Mr. Morgan's assault 
upon the trust. The Esch bill or the tax dodgers 
is their answer to Mr. Morgan's arraignment 
of the bootleggers. 
It is an odd phase of poli- 


tical psychology that the fact that Mr. Morgan 
long ago publicly 
condemned Newberryism, 


that he had nothing to do with the Esch bill 
and does not believe it is satisfactory, and that 
he'has begged the governor to permit him to 
prosecute the tax dodgers, are frvts which may 
be obscured by his opponent's reiteration of in- 
ferences to the contrary. 


The thing that Mr. Morgan must do to win 


is to make clear the distinction between state 
and national issues as they affect the governor- 
ship. Those who will vote for him reason that 
broadly'there are but two reasons for "Gov- 
ernor Morgan." 
One is 
Attorney 
General 


Morgan, and the other is Governor Blaine.
